South Bay Asian Americans 
Protest Alleged INS Intrusions

SAN JOSE - A demonstration 
against the Immigration and Natu- 
ralization Service was held in front 
of the new federal building last 
Friday，in response to the alleged 
intrusion by an INS officer into the 
home of Emily and Pepe Cruz. 

Some 80 concerned members of 
various Filpino community organi- 
Zations，as Well as leaders of reli- 
gious and civil rights groups，gath- 
ered in frontofthefederal building， 
Which houses the INS offce，and 
protested against improper and 
often offensive investigation proce- 
dures taken by INS officers. 

UNWARRANTED 

Organizations represented were 
Fihpino-Americans for Political Ac- 
tton，People United for Human 
Rights, the Santa Clara Human Re- 
lations Commission, the Asian Law 
Alliance，and the Filipino Ameri- 
can Community Association . 

Although unwarranted acts by 
INS offcers have _ been known to 
oOccur in the homes of minority 
Imembers，the organization of Fri- 
day's demonstration was primarily 
Precipitated by the recent incident 
at the Cruz home. 

Earlier this year INS_ offcer 
Wilie Witt_ visited the Cruz resi- 
dence at about 7 am. JInstead of 
entering the house through the front 
doom the offcer used the rear door， 
Where be met a boarder who used 
the back part of the house. 

According to SteveWing, execu- 


tive director of the Asian Law Alli- 
ance, the of8cer allegedly“barged 
in”and，WwWithout Presenting any 
vallid warrant, verbally harassed and 
threatened the boarder to show him 
valid ldentifcation，

treatment、JIn Such a way，offcer 
Witt allegedly continued to disrupt 
the peace in the Cruz residence， 
despite the fact that the boarder was 
a holder of a valid alien resident 
card, and the Cruzes were natural- 
lized American citizens. 
DISCREPANCIES 


Apparently, there are discrepan-- 


cies as to _ exactly when and_ how 
Wilie Witt left the premises. One 
account，SUupported by the Cruzes， 
is that he did not leave until they 
started writing down his badge 
number .However the INS claimis 
that the couple never asked Witt to 
leave, and thus the duration of his 
stay ls Justified under the law. 

At the demonstration，which 
lasted about an hour select repre- 
Sentatives of the various organiza- 
tions，along with SPpokesperson 
Becky Billones of the Santa Clara 
Human Relations Commission， 
walked into the INS office and pre- 
sented a formal complaint concern- 
ing the_ Cruz matter to the_ local 
director of the INS, John Senko. 

Despite efforts to relieve griev- 
ances，howevemr the meeting with 
the director Was inconclusive，ac- 
cording to Billones，Senko，who 


represented the INSIS position in 
the matter，generally defended of- 
ficer Witt's actions，stating that the 
of6cer worked under “technical 
consent ”of the agency，and acted 
within the boundaries of the 1aw.

One issue Elisenberg Was asked 
to address focused on the candl- 
date's favorable stance on the do- 
mestic content bill，whlich would 
reqnlire that imports be partially 
produced in the US or be partially 
made of American products. 

Many people，especially labor 
forces, has used that bill as a vehicle 
through whbich to vent thelr frustra- 
tions about America's economy and 
trade deficit. One of the Primary 
targets has been Japan.

Prlze. 

LIGHTNING 

To take home the jackpot a play- 
sr had to cotrrectly choose SIX num- 
bers from a total of 44. The mini- 
Imum bet of one dollar bought two 
combinations on a ticket, which ac- 
cording to the odds represented a 
one in about four million chance of 
containing the winning comblina- 
tion -- Or greater than the chance of 
being struck by lightning. 

In Chinatown，as in most mi- 
nority neighborhoods of the city， 
interest was bigh and the playing 
was particularly heavy.、 JIn coffee 
shops the lottery had displaced the 
usual talk_ about horses among the 
waiters and staff. 

Lines at vending sltes，mostly 
DewWsstands，formed as early as SiX 
in the morning and steadily grew in 
length as the day wore on. he wait 
at Some places was as long as two 
hours，with a constant minimum of 
fifty people in line， 

The Chinese owner of one prom- 
inently situated newsstand on Ca- 
nal Street，the main artery of the 
comImunity，exbresSed aggravation 
that the large Prize had attracted so 
Iany players that he was able to do 
nothing for Several days except reg- 
ister everyone's nUmbers on hlis ma- 
chine, whlich connects with the cen- 
tral lottery computer in the state 
capltal of Albany. 

CRAZY 

“When the prize was 8710 mil- 
lion, the line was too bad. Now its 
crazy” he said. On the Saturday of

This “closet”is home for the 
Vietnamese 上 Elderly _ Association， 
now212 members strong, which was 


established in 1980 in San Fran- 


cisco. It is located near the offices of 
the Center for.Southeast Refugees， 
on the second fioor ofthe YMCA, at 
the corner of Golden Gate Avenue 
and Leavenworth Street. 

GOALS 

Ngo Van IThuc (who has taken 
the new citizen name of Rafael 
Martin Ngo) is secretary general of 
the association，and explained the 
objectives of the group. 

The first goalis to form a network 
of caring elderly citizens, both men 
and women, in a new land where the 
elderly will not be forgotten by their 
own community, he said. 


Welosteverything ffom ourhome- 
land when most of us came to the 
United States” Ngo explained. “To 
Imake matters Worse，most of us 
couldn't even speak English. Our 
children went to -work，and our 
grandchildren were in school， We 
needed to get together to Share the 
news from our old country, and talk 
about our lives in our new country,” 
he continued. 

“One of our first jobs is to visit 
old people when they become hos- 
Pitalized， ” said the secretary- 
“and pray with those in the 
community who have lost a family 
member. We provide a network of 
Support for families here.” 

GREEN CARDS 

工 he second goal of the associa- 
tion is to translate andexplain papers 
forthose whoneedimmigration work 
(concerning green cards or perma- 
nent residence status)，or even the 
neceSSary Paperwork to go to the 
doctor or dentist， 

Ngo has had much practice with 
Paperwork because of his past posi- 
tion as a govermment employee from 
1947to 197S in Vietnam. He andhis 
Volunteer sta 作 have opened the asso- 
ciation door Mondays through Fri- 
days from 9 am to 12 pm to give free 


help to those who request it. 


The third goal of the association 
was the establishment, and now the 
maintenance，of a School for the 
young (5 years to 10 years) in San 
Francisco who wish to learn the lan- 
guage and customs of Vietnam， 

Since 1980, the school has held 
classes on both .Saturday and Sun- 
day afternoons from 1 to 5 pm with

(Recently, rent forthe schoolin a 
Tenderloin building more than 
doubled，and the school has re- 
located in Some Space provided by 
the _ Center for Southeast Asian 
Refugees. Organizers hope to find 
funding to enable the center to pur- 
chaseamore permanenthome where 
the school may“settle in.”) 

This school maintains a perma- 
nentbond between the youth and the 
elderly，with traditions，music and 
language playing important roles in 
keeping the extended family to- 
gether. 

“Some of our children are not 
taught to _ speak Vietnamese Prop- 
erly, and many of them cannot read 
or write [itl],”Ngo explained.“ More 
importantly，we want to instill re- 
spect for teachers and elders at an 
early age, and School is a good way 
to do this,” he asserted. 

FESTIVALS 

“The fourth goal of the associa- 
tion,”he continued,“is organizing 
and conducting the special festivals 
of our country throughout the year.” 

The -imidautumn festival when 
children carry lanterns and sing folk- 


tales is part of this tradition,， as well- 


as the Spring holiday honoring the 
first king of Vietnam. 

“All songs and music are Pre- 
pared for several months in prepara- 
tion ofthe festivals. Forthese Special 


holiday events, traditional foods are 
prepared and ancient Prayers are re- 
cited to maintain Our link with our 
past， -Ngo stated. “This is impor- 


_tant to us， 


The association keeps in touch 
with its members through a newsS- 
letter，providing information，news 
and commentary about events in the 
community. 

At the center of this activity is 
Ngo, who sayshe will retire in March 
because he has been working seven 
days per week for a long time, and is 
now 606 years old. Ngo, his wife and 
SiX children came to the United 
States in 1975 through the provision 
of the American Embassy in 
Vietnam. (One of Mr Ngo's 
daughters is married to an Ameri- 
can.) 

All six children 一 four daughters 
and two Sons 一 are now grown and 
involved in their own professions. 
They work in the electronics 
industry，as technicians，and one is 
an architect. 

When asked what was the most 
difficult thing to adjust to when they 
arrived in the United States，Ngo 
Said it was hardest for them to hear 
the Sounds of English and to under- 
Stand the words. 

“I can read Englisti and under- 
stand the [written] words well，bnut 
have difficulties speaking and under- 
standing the Spoken language,”Ngo 
apologized. Ngo, however' is fluent 
in French as well as Vietnamese. 

Although he feels it is time for 
him to retire, Ngo said he is not too

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Asian Pacific Americans Have 
Most Community-Based Media 


STANEFEORD -=A Stanford study 
on Bay Area minority community- 
based print and broadcast media 
found that Asian/Pacifc Islanders 
have the .most community-based 
media even though they are only 
the third largest minority commu- 
nity in the Six-county Bay Area. 

The study revealed that Span- 
ish-orlgin people represent 399% of 
the SIX-coUnty mlinority population， 
followed by Blacks (28.8%)，Asian/ 
Pacific Islanders (27.3%);,“others? 
(3.4%) and American Indians (1.5%6). 

AUDIENCE 

“These data indicated that the 
atdiences for communlity-based 
Third World media do not corre- 
spond to thelr relative Sizes In the 
Bay Area，” the study by the Stan- 
ford Center for Chicano Research 
Stated . 

The study found that 17 of the 


49 community-based media are di- 


-tected at the Chinese audience and 


another 16 serve the“Latino/Chl- 
nese audiences” The study did not 
indicate who the“Latino/Chinese 
audience”wWas.

SAN FRANCISCO = Celebrat- 
ed traditional Chinese painter Huang 
Chun Pi, 86, is still full of vigor and 
Vitality despite hls advanced age. 

As soon as he arrived in the 
United States a month or So ago, he 
lost no time in touUring Scenic SpotsS 
and other places of interest in this 
ipfinitely beattiful land, aware that 
What he observed and drank In Was 
to turn into soUrces for his creatiVe 
artistic WoOrK. 

SO EXCITED 

A party was held Aprl 28 in 
Chinatown?s Victory Memorial Hall 
in his honor. Huang was So excited 
at the party that he executed an 
impromptu painting with his maglc 
brush，to the admiration of those 
present who witnessed his tech- 
niques and style. 

The great artist from Taiwan 
said,“Chinese brush painting，as 
far as techniques go, is closely knit 
with the Confucian and Taoist doc- 
trines2” 

He added that to be a good 
traditional Chinese palinter，Oone 
Imust be, first and foremost，adept 
at copying and imitating the works 
of great masters in much the same 
way thata student of Western paint- 
ing must start with sketchin8g. 

Another important factor that 
contributes to_ being a successful 
Chinese painter Huang stressed, is 
keen observation. The painting of a 


tree, for instance，involves captur- 
ing its static as Well as dynamic 
moments. 


WATERFALLS 

Landscapes are Huang's cup of 
tea. However he is certainly at his 
best when it comes to painting 
waterfalls,，for which he has always 
displayed an insatiable.passlion . 

He has many times visited blg 
waterfalls scattered all over the 
United States and elsewhere in the 
world: Niagara Falls, Victorlia 下 alls 
in southern Africa, and the falls in 
the American national parks, justto 
mention a few， These waterfalls， 
along with his impressions，have 
been truthfully and picturesquely 
portrayed and recorded in his paint- 
ings. 

In fact, Huang has developed a 
unique style in waterfall painting 
Such as few can rival. Looking at 
bis works，one uifailingly gets the 
feeling that the waterfals are tum- 
bling down with the force of a 
landsllde. 

The great master maintalined 
that the trend in painting develops 
in a circular, Spiraling fashion. he 
impressionist brush painting，he 


pointed out, has developed from an 、 


emphasis on the abstract back to a 
focus on the concrete: 
DRAW LINE 
While innovation in painting 1s 
jimportant and inevitable, there is a 
line that must be drawn Somewhere; 
he cautioned，so that the basics of 
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traditionalChinese painting will not 
be departed from or even discarded . 

“Chinese brush painting”con- 
tended Huang,“iSs not incompat- 
ible with the themes related to mod- 
ern culture and society， Howeverm 
modification that is _ effected with 
a _ View to compatibility and accep- 
tance is a painful, arduous innova- 
tive ProceSsS2 

A native of Guangdong prov- 
ince，Huang had been a student of 
Western painting even before he 
turned to traditional Chinese paint- 
ing. 
Dnuring theWar of Resistance to 
Japan in the 1940s，while teaching 
at the National Central University 
in Szuchuan，Huang managed to 
fnd time to observe towering moun- 
tains，rippling rivers，and kaleido- 
scopic atmospheric changes in 
Southeast China，which exerted a 
deep infuence on his style later on 

,CONCERN 

An indefatigable educator de- 
voted to teaching. Huang accepted 
professorships at the National Cen- 
tral University, the National Hang- 
chow Academy of Fine Arts，and 
the National Normal University at 
Taipei where he is still teaching. 

Huang expressed his concern 
for the great painters in China and 
spoke highly of the artistic achieve-
